THE PIG LEAD MARKET, 

The recent advance in the price of 
pig lead and the failure of the prod- 
ucts to respond by a _ corresponding 
advance have attracted considerable at- 
tention, and it has tended to stimulate 
the demand for nearly all the products, 
buyers fearing that a general advance 
will take place at an early date un- 
less a change takes place in the con- 
ditions affecting the price of the crude 
product. The causes leading to the 
higher prices had their beginning last 
year, when the price receded to a ppint 
where miners asserted there was no 
margin of profit. Early in the year 
prices were fairly remunerative, and 
although business generally was de- 
pressed, the requirements of pig lead 
were large. Then came the change in 
the tariff, and although the price had 
eased off in anticipation of this there 
followed a decline to a price below the 
import cost of foreign lead and the 
year closed with offerings of stocks 
on hand at three cents per pound. 
This was discouraging to the miners, 
who at one time contemplated a gen- 
eral suspension of operations, but that 
appeared to be impracticable, although 
the output has been curtailed. The 
conditions affecting the lead market 
abroad were favorable to consumers 
here, and the imports increased rap- 
idly. This gave relief to the foreign 
markets and prices advanced, as about 
the same time the home demand 
showed material increase. This gave 
our miners an opportunity to realize 
better prices, and as stocks had been 
allowed to run low, they had matters 
pretty well their own way, and has 
resulted in the prices asked and re- 
alized during the past two or three 
weeks. These prices are but five cents 
per one hundred pounds above the im- 
port cost of foreign lead, and at this 
difference it is not regarded as pru- 
dent to import large quantities. The 
production of the mines of the United 
States amounted to about 110,000 tons 
during 1894, and the imports from 
Mexico and Europe were required to 
supply the needs of this metal. Even 
with an increased output of the mines 
and an average supply from Mexico, 
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it is believed lead will be required from 
Europe. The conditions there seem 
favorable to a maintenance of present 
prices, and consequently no important 
reduction in price of the metal in 
the markets of the United States need 
be expected. What the final effect will 
prove to be on the products is con- 
jectural, but manufacturers appear 
loath to advance their prices.

THE ADVANCE IN TALLOW. 


After a period of protracted dullness, 
tallow has, within the past week or 
ten days, shown decided evidences of a 
better feeling. The demand having 
reached a minimum during the greater 
part of the Summer, prices were al- 
lowed to sag, it would seem, without 
any effort on the part of melters to re- 
tain them upon a more profitable basis. 
It is true that there was no great 
movement at the decline, but when 
four cents was reached exporters 
stepped in and made some purchases, 
which suddenly brought buyers at 
home to realize that tallow was very 
cheap. During this period of inactiv- 
ity the Western trade had been work- 
ing itself into a position, through nat- 
ural causes, where it was about ready 
to come upon the market when a favor- 
able opportunity should present itself, 
and the opportunity was now at hand. 
Accordingly, extensive purchases were 
made and the local market immediately 
responded with an advance of one- 
eighth to one-quarter cent, and has 
continued to advance, taking it quite 
beyond the reach of exporters. 

Another feature has been the im- 
provement in the quality of tallow of- 
fered since the advance set in. This is 
partly due to the improvement in fats 
and a more careful selection on the 
part of melters. The grade has come 
nearer to the requirements of the 
Western soapmakers, and they have 
regulated their purchases acordingly. 
The West, however, has shown a de- 
cided preference for country makes, 
and wherever direct shipments have 
been possible, considerable stock has 
been diverted from this market, while 
the lessened local offerings have been 
readily absorbed. With prices work- 
ing gradually upward, the opportunity 
has been offered here to market Aus- 
tralian tallow at a profit, and by close 
figuring it has also been possible to 
ship direct from England to Chicago, 
laying it down there at five cents. 
This is, indeed, close figuring, as that 
price is usually regarded as a bottom 
figure for this market, although sales 
have recently been made at one-eighth 
to one-quarter cent lower. There has 
been a uniformly poor demand for com- 
pound lard, which still shows no sign 
of improvement, and purchases from 
this source have naturally been very 
limited. 

The tallow situation has proved suf- 
ficiently interesting to attract outside 
attention, and purchases have been 
made for investment, or more prop- 
erly speaking, speculation, where the 
buyers profess to see a profit in it. 
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COD LIVEK OIL IMPROVING. 
We have before us corrected returns 
of the yield of medicinal cod tver eft, 
Norwegian variety, of the crop of 
1895, and they are practically the 
same as those we published in our 
issue of June 3. The market, however, 


is stronger than it was then, and bids 
fair to go still higher. Our dealers, 


as the rule, held off as long as they 
could, and when they found themselves 
obliged to enter the primary market, 
they purchased as little as possible to 
carry them along, hoping that the 
views of the Norwegian holders would 
not remain so high as the season ad- 
vanced. Some few dealers, however, 
did not wait, as soon as they found the 
Norwegians purposed holding their 
stocks, but bought quite largely. At 
the moment practically everybody in- 
terested in the article is convinced of 
its strong position, and, judging from 
the prices that have recently been paid 
in Norway for shipment, the market 
will advance as soon as the autumn 
demand sets in, unless cheaper quali- 
ties operate to hold it down. Consum- 
ers are, however, pretty well aware of 
the character of the inferior oils. If 
they want well-known brands they 
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will be obliged to pay the prices 
asked. The advance has been a nat- 
ural one, based on the short yield, and 
the tendency of prices is still upward. 
Manufacturers have already purchased 
quite liberally of new oil, and the stock 
on the spot is not large. There is a lit- 
tle of 1894 crop left. The highest 
prices will probably be those paid on 
the eve of the catch of 1896, next 
January, and dealers would not be sur- 
prised to see them advance to an ex- 
treme point, 

What effect the Newfoundland oil 
will have on prices cannot be foretold 
with any degree of accuracy at this 
writing, as there have been no returns 
of the catch. We have heard relatively 
high prices named for future delivery. 
It is to be hoped that the refiners of 
this variety will strive to place a su- 
perior article on the market, and win a 

place for it alongside of the more fa- 
vored variety, if it is possible to do go, 
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ON HEMPSEED AND 
RAPESEED, 


In studying market conditions and 
comparing spot prices with yearly im- 
portations, we are very apt to over- 
look the average first cost of the prod- 
uce we consume which is grown in 
foreign countries. Oftentimes a com- 
parison of the average first cost with 
the ruling market quotations for a com- 
parative period, and the importations 
leads to conclusions that even in the 
absence of speculation or anything of 
a nature calculated to influence the 
market, the law of supply and de- 
mand has its exceptions. It would ap- 
pear so in the case of hempseed, were 
it not that dealers, through their 
knowledge of the situation in the mar- 
kets of the world, can readily explain 
the apparent anomaly. That our read- 
ers may see at a glance the situation 
from a statistical standppint, we pub- 
lish the following table of importa- 
tions of hempseed for fiscal years -

From the figures it appears that, 
while the importations during each of 
the last three years were less than they 
were the fiscal year 1891-1892, the aver- 
age import cost steadily declined, in- 
stead of showing an increase, in the 
face of the fact that during each of the 
years mentioned the quantity imported 
was below the yearly average for the 
past five years, which was 2,953,528 
pounds. One reason is that our mar- 
ket is practically governed by those 
abroad, We consume but a small part 
of the yearly production, the most of 
what comes here going to dealers in 
birdseed and for seeding purposes. 
Abroad the bulk of the annual crop is 
taken by the oil pressers, and whatever 
they have paid, we pay, even though 
we import a smaller quantity than 
usual. Then, again, there was a sur- 
plus of 714,936 pounds above the year- 
ly average, carried over from the crop 
of 1891. That had some effect on prices, 
and since the summer of 1893 trade 
has been very dull, and we have not 
been consuming as much as_ usual, 
hence we have been able to purchase 
more advantageously, the same as the 
large foreign consumers, whose trade 
has likewise suffered. The element of 
speculation has entirely disappeared 
from the market, and dealers only pur- 
chase to supply their probable wants 
a@ month or so ahead. The stock on 
the spot is light, and there appears to 
be a shortage throughout the world, as 
relatively high prices prevail abroad. 
This market will doubtless remain at 
three cents per pound until early in 
November, when the new crop is ex- 
pected. 

As for rapeseed, the same general 
conditions govern the market that ob- 
tain in hempseed. Its greatest use is 
for the oil it yields, while we use it al- 
most altogether for bird food. Com- 
paratively little English is imported, 
the bulk of it being German, The fol- 
lowing table gives the importations fo

The average annual importation is 1,-

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FEATURES OF THE PAINT 
MARKET. 


The cooler weather of the past week 
seems to have reawakened the inter- 
est of buyers in pajnts and colors, and 
while it cannot be said that fall trade 
has actually opened, business shows a 
decided improvement as compared with 
that of the earlier part of the month. 
So far as the amount of business to be 
done this fall is concerned, manufac- 
turers and jobbers who base their be- 
lief upon crop prospects and other con- 
ditions making for the return of gen- 
eral prosperity, appear to feel confident 
that it will be a vast improvement on 
the last two seasons, but they are not 
so sure that the financial returns will 
be satisfactory. The extreme depres- 
sion in trade resulting from the great 
financial crisis which occurred two 
years ago, and the effects of which are 
still felt in many lines of business, and 
especially the paint trade, brought with 
it a desire on the part of importers, 
manufacturers and jobbers to market 
goods under any circumstances almost, 
and the competition thus engendered 
brought prices down close to, if not 
below, the cost of production. Left to 
themselves, the American manufactur- 
ers would probably not have carried 
things quite so far, but beside the com- 
petition among themselves, they had to 
face the efforts of foreign makers, 
which were encouraged by the lower 
rates of duty made by the present tar- 
iff law. to increase their market here. 

The result of this triangular commer- 

cial contest has been to create a feel- 
ing of uncertainty among buyers, and 
to retard the improvement in trade that 
might otherwise have been marked. 
Among those articles which have most 
felt the influence of foreign competi- 
tion are dry colors, more particularly 
paris green, the various blue pigments 
and quicksilver vermilion. Bound by 
an agreement to maintain a certain 
schedule of prices, the home manufac- 
turers of paris green have at times 
been compelled to lose trade to foreign 
producers of the insecticide, and the 
lowering of quotations did not help 
them much toward gaining control of 
the home markets. For years competi- 
tion between domestic manufacturers 
of blues has been keen, and the mar- 
ket has thereby been kept in an unset- 
tled condition. Since the present tar- 
iff law went into effect the foreign 
“miakers’ efforts to get a foothold here 
have forced prices down to the lowest 
figures ever known in the history of the 
trade. The vermilion manufacturers, 
under an agreement, held prices up un- 
til the foreign makers got a strong hold 
on the American markets by undersell- 
ing, but latterly seemed to have grown 
tired of holding the umbrella for the 
foreign friends, and have dropped quo- 
tations to a point which it is said will 
compel the importers to make a con- 
siderable loss of profit, if they intend 
to keep the position they have been 
struggling for. 

An unsettled market for colors in oil 
has been one of the prominent features 
of ‘the paint trade for years past, and 
now the situation is made more unset- 
tled by the uncertainty of the immedi- 
ate future of Mnseed oil. The general 
opinion seems to be that the end of the 
decline in oil has not yet been reached, 
but there are no ‘two opinions as to the 
probable extent of the downward move- 
ment, and in the mean time, with the 
new season approaching, with pros- 
pects of even sharper competition than 
heretofore, ‘the outlook for the trade in 
plors ground in oil seems to be a most 
ertain one. 


SOME 
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FISCAL YEAR.’ 


The summary of imports and ex- 
ports for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1895, given in last week's 
issue, furnishes considerable food for 
thought to those interested in study- 
ing the economic questions of the day. 
It is a significant fact that the im- 
ports, instead of showing uniform: de- 
creases as at the close of the previous 
year, show almost unvarying increases, 
in many cases as high as 40 and 5U 
per cent, and even in instances more 
than doubling the previous year’s re- 
ceipts. On the other hand, the exports 
show an irregular movement, indicat- 
ing more of a dependence upon indi- 
vidual influenices, 

It does not require deep research to 
determine the primary cause of this 
condition of affairs. Without 
the operation of the new Tariff act, 
which went into effect Aug. 28 last, .s 


largely responsible for the increase of | 


imports, although ag a secondary, if 
not equally important feature, is the 
improved condition of business. 
Whether or not one is responsible for 
the other is the question for the econo- 
mists to determine. 

In the more important articles on the 
list, we note some interesting compaz-i- 
sons. The imports of alizarine dyes 
show an increase of 1,335,000 pounds. 
Argols, or crude tartar, indicate a gain 
of 5,538,000 pounds. Owing to the 
presence of large quantities of foreign 
quinine on the market, cinchona bark 
and kindred articles show a decrease 
in the foreign receipts of 056,000 
pounds. Indigo increased from 1,715,- 
500 pounds for 1804, to 43,960,600 
pounds in 1895, a gain of 2,242,200 
pounds, or nearly 1380 per cent. The 
exports of the same article show a 
gain from 382,600 pounds to 199,300 
pounds, or an increase of 104 per cent. 
Licorice root increased 13,123,000 
pounds, while the exports advanced 
from 118,000 pounds in 1894 to 463,000 
pounds in 1895. The imports of bleach- 
ing powder were 18,646,000 pounds 
greater than last year. Nitrate of soda 
increased 46,714 tons, brimstone 39,505 
tons. Opium shows a falling off of fully 
50 per cent., or in figures 4958,40U 
pounds. Tle exports of that drug in 
18V4 were 6S3 pounds, ‘but in 15¥o0 ad- 
vanced to 2,431 pounds. Crude cocoa 
and the leaves and sueils show a bv 
per cent. increase, or 11,642,300 pounds, 

In a line with the general complaint 
of a decreased use of fertilizers this 
year, while the imports are, perhaps, 
never very large, the following com- 
parisons are quite consistent: There 
were UUU tons less of guano received 
this year and 2,200 tons less of phos- 
phate, while the imports of other fer- 
tilizers showed a decreased valuation 
of $37,000. There are no imports of 
grease and tallow reported for 1804, 
but for 1895 there were 34,425,60U 
pounds valued at $1,227,950. Coal tar 
colors increased 1,049,372 pounds, or 
nearly 70 per cent. Dyewood extracts 
increased 1,128,400 pounds, or about 
45 per cent. The importations of hops 
increased from $28,000 pounds in 184 
to 3,134,000 pounds in 1895. Pig lead 
shows a large increase in the im- 
ports, while the exports this year are 
40,000,000 pounds, against none re- 
ported last year. Paints and colors 
show an increase of $197,492 in the 
valuation of the imports. The short 
crop of flaxseed is reflected in the 
enormous increase in the arrivals of 
foreign seed, as compared with last 


year. The figures for 1894 were 592,820 
bushels, which in 1895 jumped to 


4,162,223 bushels, representing about 
600 per cent. increase. This was, of 
course due to abnormal conditions, 
which have been repeatedly reviewed 
in these columns, 


In the exports of domestic mer- 
chandise, dyestuffs have decreased 
from $818,271 in value to $575,183. In 
rosin there has been a slight falling 
off and a small increase in tar. About 
2,000,000 gallons more of spirits tur- 
pentine were exported this year than 
last. In cottonseed cake there was a 
decrease of 127,418,000 pounds, while 
in linseed cake there was an increase 
of 116,437,600 pounds. Lard and whale 
oil both show decreases. Fish or men- 
haden oil has increased from 105,500 
gallons to 646,500 gallons. The greater

_ Oil decreased from 92,861 gallons to 
62,728 gallons. The value of paints and 
colors exported this year was $96,000 
less than last year. The quantity of 
cottonseed which left the country this 
year was 11,051,800 pounds, as com- 
pared with 5,419,000 pounds last year, 
while for the same reasons noted above 
regarding the imports, the exports of 
flaxseed fell from 2,047,800 bushels in 
1894 to 1,324 bushels in 1895. Alco- 
; hol, including pure, neutral or cologne 
{ spirits, increased from 173,500 proof 
gallons in 1894 to 676,832 gallons in 
i 1895. Starch exports decreased 11,100,- 
; 00O pounds, or about 50 per cent. 
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An interesting item in connection 
with this report is the immense in- 
crease in the exports of gunpowder, 


saltpetre, which enters largely into its 
manufacture, and cartridges. 
the exports of gunpowder were 495,500 
pounds; in 1895, 972,300, or about 
double, while $935,287 
tridges were sent out of the country 
last year, against $1,174,396 worth this 
year. Nitrate of potash, or saltpetre, 
was exported to the amount of 94,685 
pounds in 1894 and 501,812 pounds in 
1895. It is needless to say that the 
China-Japan war and the Cuban re- 
bellion was largely responsible for 
these startling increases.

In the pharmacology section of the 
British Medical Association, last week, 
Sir Wm. Roberts read a paper on 
“Anarcotine, a Neglected Alkaloid of 
Opium.” Anarcotine, generally known 
as narcotine, was shown to represent 
the antimalarial properties of opium, 
and instances were quoted to prove 
that in many cases it is decidedly more 
efficacious than quinine.

Chief ‘Engineer Peek 
died from heart disease, and Capt. 
Weeks fell down the main hatch and 
died an hour later.” 


Dispatches from British Columbia an- 
nounce the incorporation of a com- 
pany for the purpose of manufacturing 
oil and guano from the trimmings of 
salmon obtained from the canneries. 
Simultaneously with this comes the an- 
nouncement of a like corporation to 
utilize the offal from the Columbia 
River canneries. A large plant is now 
in process of erection on the Columbia 
River. The total amount of offal from 
an average season’s pack on the Co 
lumbia River is between three and four 
tons, all of which has been returned to 
the river heretofore, polluting’ its 
waters and driving the salmon from 
their natural course to the spawning 
grounds, 











The Globe Refining Company, Louis- 
ville, Ky., is well known to most of our 
readers as refiners of cottonseed oil, but 
some are possibly not aware that they 
produce some of the finest butter oil 
made. Their ‘‘Rex” butter oil has been 
on the market for a long time, and has 
gained steadily in favor, both in this 


country and Europe, the sales in the 
latter increasing steadily. 
A notice has been posted on ‘the 


New York Produce Exchange adverse 
to the Leonard-Bird Oil Company of 
Boston. The notice is ‘the result of a 
transaction last May, when Fairbanks 
& Co. bought of the Boston firm twen- 
ty-eight hogsheads of prime olio stear- 
ine. The Fairbanks people said that 
the goods were not up to the standard, 
and laid the matter before the Com- 
plaint Committee of ‘the Exchange, 
which summoned the Leonard-Bird 
Company to appear. The firm ignored 
the summons, and the matter was laid 
before ‘the Governing Committee, 
which resulted in an order ‘that all 
Produce Exchange members should re- 
fuse ito deal with that firm. 


The Exchange Telegraph Company 
Says: “It has been suggested to the 
great chemical manufacturers all over 
the world that to go on producing at 
the present unremunerative prices 


should be stopped. This feeling has | 


been intensified by the action of the 


firm of Brunner, Mond & Co. having | 
absorbed the business of Murgatroyd’s | 


(Limited), of Middlewich. Measures 
are now being taken by which not only 
the Continental and European, but also 
American, manufacturers may wheel 
into line, and thus produce one of the 
most gigantic commercial combinations 
known in modern times. Already the 


English manufacturers of heavy chemi- | 


cals are demanding higher prices for 
forward delivery, particularly on con- 
tract.” 


The firm of E. Merck of Darmstadt, 
Germany, has written to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture of New South 
Wales, asking to be supplied with a 
large quantity of dried leaves of the 
Duboisia myoporides (N. O. Scrophu- 
larineae)—a shrub which grows lux- 
uriantly in the coastal districts of New 
South Wales, and possesses toxic prop- 
erties. The Australian aborigines 
throw branches of it into waterholes 
to intoxicate eels and bring them to 
the surface. The leaves contain the al- 
kaloid duboisine, which is used in oph- 
thalmic surgery and for other pur- 
poses. Mr. Merck has offered to take 
1,000 lbs. of the dried leaves at 6d. per 
lb. The Agricultural Department has 
already put the matter into different 
private hands, and the quantity re- 
quired will forthwith be sent to Ger- 
many. 


The electrolytic production of chlo- 
roform is so cheap and expeditious 
that, according to A. W. Richards, it is 
rapidly displacing all others. An en- 
ameled iron retort is used, having a 
double bottom by which it is steam- 
heated. Two lead plates form the elec- 
trodes. A 20 per cent. solution of com- 
mon salt is placed in the retort, 
brought to the boiling point, the cur- 
rent is caused to flow, and acetone is 
then passed continuously through the 
electrolyzed solution. The free chlorine 
generated by the electrolysis of the salt 
acts on the acetone, forming chloro- 
form, which distills off and is collected 
in a suitably attached condenser. Chlo- 
roform thus prepared contains no for- 
eign chlorine compounds, and the re- 
turn per 100 parts of acetone is 190 
parts of chloroform out of a possible 
yield of 206 parts. 


A dispatch from Muncie, Ind., states 
that the Western Window Glass Manu- 
facturers’ Association was all but com- 
pleted in that city on Tuesday last. 
Twenty-eight of the thirty-one manu- 
facturers in the West were present at 
the called meeting in the offices of the 
Randolph Selling Agency, ready to 
complete the new combine. The three 
manufacturers absent sent telegrams 
instructing the meeting to go on with 
the organization, but it was decided 
that all should be present, and the 
meeting adjourned, to meet there again 
the 29th instant. A letter from the 
Eastern manufacturers wanted a copy 
of the by-laws, etc., for the purpose of 
likewise organizing, and a national 
trust is therefore assured. This is 
said to be the result of the Randolph 
Agency at the close of the last fire 
securing 300,000 of the 320,000 boxes 
of glass, and securing a raise of 174% 
per cent. for the goods. T. F. Hart 
of Muncie or Philip Matter of Marion 
will likely be president of the trust, 
which will handle $8,000,000 worth of 
giass next year. 

















Petroleum wells have been discovered 
at the little town of New Plymouth, N. 
Z. A company has been formed to 
work the oil, shares are applied for on 
all sides and great things ‘are expected 
from it. 


Report comes from Pittsburg that 
the Standard Oil Company has bought 
outright all the interests of the W. L. 
Mellon pipe lines. It is said that $600,- 
000 cash on a purchase price of $1,000,- 
000 has already been paid. 


In the deep or Gordon sand territory, 
north and northeast of Mannington, in 
Marion County, a rich streak has been 
discovered that is capable of putting a 
good many thousands of barrels of oil 
to its credit. The South Penn Oil Com- 
pany controls the territory and it has 
tested it for more than a mile along 
a northeast and southwest line, and has 
found it rich. The streak may prove 
narrow, but along the lines of develop- 
ment there is no questioning its rich- 
ness. 


Fire was discovered last Friday 
morning among a number of oil barrels 
and,a quantity of leather belting stored 
in the basement of the three-story 
warehouse in this city occupied by the 
Eastman Packing Company. The fire 
was discovered by workmen. The loss 
is estimated at $500. A curious feature 
was that upon examining the basement 
the firemen found that the spigots of 
four of the oil barrels had been turned 
on and a great deal of trouble was ex- 
perienced before the flow of oil could 
be stopped and the fire extinguished. 


It was two weeks ago that the

Big bonus has been paid for some of 
the territory southwest of the Freiden 
well in Monroe County, but the largest 
price pair for a fractional interest in 
a lease and a well completed is related 
of the now famous school lot just south 
of ‘the Freiden well and north of the 
Lewis No. 1. The lot is SU feet square 
and in order to get the boiler on the 
lease it was necessary to place it along- 
side of the engine house.

The first named company claims 
it holds a priority lease and the court 
has been asked to restrain the operat- 
ing company from selling the oil pend- 
ing the legal contest that has been in- 
stituted for the possession of the lease. 
The Alford Bros., O’Hara & Co. also 
hold a lease on the Lohri farm, and 
while the courts are oiling up the legal 
machinery and getting ready to try 
the case, will have a well completed 
within 18 inches of the Lewis farm line 
so that if the courts decide against them 
they will have at least one well pulling 
one-half of its oil from the Lewis farm.

The Dye-Brooks field, south of Middle 
Island Creek, Tyler County, West Vir- 


ginia, is a worthy competitor in the 
race for distinction with the lreiden 
pool on the Ohio side. ne J. TF. 


Jones & Co.’s No. 2 Dye-Brooks when 
drilled into the sand started to flow at 
the rate of 100 barrels a day from the 
first pay. It was increased with deeper 


drilling. The well was drilled for a 
short time, when it developed into a 
veritable gusher, making a record of 


1,400 barrels a day. The new gusher is 
located between GOOG and TOO feet east 
of the first well drilled in about eight 
weeks ago and furnishes a hit of valu- 
able information as to the course of the 
belt from the initial well. The west 
and southwest lines were played for 
sure winners, but two dry holes and a 
light producer upset the theory. The 
No. 2 coming in almost three times as 
large as No. 1, will send stock in the 
territory to the east bounding upward. 
The same company is drilling Nos. 3, 4 
and 5, located on a due east line from 
the new gusher. 


Commercial Agent George H. Mur- 
phy at Luxemburg quotes an article 
in the local press there which says that 
owing to the advance made by Russian 
petroleum, the conclusion of a conven- 
tion with American refiners has been 
delayed. The article calls attention to 
a table in the weekly journal of the 
Russian Ministry of Finance, in which 
the supplying capacities of the Rus- 
sian and American petroleum indus- 
tries were compared. The action of the 
Minister of Finance in delaying the 
conclusion of a contract with the 
American refiners was also made 
known in the same issue. The Russian 
petroleum exporters were at that time 
inclined to content themselves with the 
right to supply 25 per cent. of the 
world’s markets, but as it was becom- 
ing more and more apparent that the 
Russian industry was already able to 
compete on equal terms with the Amer- 
ican company in the world’s market, 
the minister declined to sanction that 
arrangement. The Russian merchants 
were advised to learn from the Amer- 
icans how to manipulate the markets, 
to use similar means for holding for- 
eign trade, to push ahead regardless of 
consequences and not to be fright +»ned 
by a temporary fall in prices.

A Free Alcohol Complication.

Washington, Aug. 23, 1895. 

A serious complication has been dis- 
covered in certain free alcohol claims 
now on file in the Court of Claims 
which there is reason to believe will 
be found to affect hundreds of cases 
thus far prepared for adjudication. 
The difficulty referred to is not fatal 
to the claim, but will doubtless be 
found in many cases and will require 
an amendment of the original petitions 
and the preparation of special evi- 
dence for the ultimate adjudication of 
the claims. 

A short time since a prominent firm, 
whose case has been selected for argu- 
ment before the Court of Claims as a 
test case, discovered that the stamps 
taken from the original packages of 
alcohol purchased by them from one of 
the largest dealers in the country did 
not agree with the bills rendered for 
same, the figures on the stamps indi- 
cating in each case that the barrels 
contained a greater quantity of alco- 
hol than was called for by the bill. 
The purchasers were at a loss to ac- 
count for the discrepancy, especially in 
view of the fact that the difference was 
in their favor, and amounted to as 
much as three gallons per barrel in 
some instances. An inquiry addressed 
to the alcohol dealer brought a prompt 
explanation of the matter. It appears 
that it is the regular practice of the 
dealer referred to to regauge all pack- 
ages of alcohol before delivery to 
customers, and to make bills only for 
the alcohol actually found to be con- 
tained in the package, without regard 
to the amount entered upon the stamps. 
In this way the alcohol dealer in ques- 
tion has carried considerable losses for 
his customers, while the latter, in pre- 
paring their cases for the Court of 
Claims, have frequently made affidavit 
to the consumption of a certain quan- 
tity of alcohol, while presenting stamps

Strong doubts 
are expressed, however, as to whether 
the tax paid on evaporated spirit can 
be collected where it can be shown 
that the consumer did not pay that 
portion of the tax which was borne by 
the wholesale dealer who regauged the 
package before delivery. There is good 
reason to believe that the Government 
will contest the allowance of rebate on 
evaporated spirit, providing the evapo- 
ration took place before the package 
was opened for consumption. 

The confidence of the claimants that 
the Government will permit a fair 
allowance for the evaporation of alco- 
hol after the bona fide purchase and 
opening of the original packages by the 
manufacturer is based upon the regu- 
lations which are issued by the Treas- 
ury Department for the allowance of 
rebate of tax on imported alcohol used 
in the manufacture of preparations sub- 
sequently entered for export. This al- 
lowance is 15 per cent., which would 
amount to about six proof gallons in 
an ordinary barrel of alcohol, and 
which is regarded as entirely adequate, 
for the reason that no evidence has yet 
been secured by the Department of 
Justice, in the testimony in the test 
cases heretofore examined, to show 
the loss of more than three gallons 
per barrel.

druggists, and they are publicly de- 
nounced as Extortioners and Robbers!

I admit that the wholesaler encounters 
many difficulties in his commercial rela- 
tions with the retailer. Over-enterpris- 
ing concerns have introduced irritating 
mercantile policies which must be met 
even though they are unprofitable and 
unbusinesslike. Free boxes; free cartage; 
and soon free containers and free trans-

portation will be demanded; no wonder 
that Substitution is practiced !n order 
that a fair profit on sales may be se- 
cured, but the practice does not secure 


him immunity from condemnation. 
A natural alliance exists in all settled 
countries between the wholesaler and the 


retailer in drugs and druggists’ ma- 
terials, and they are ever ready for of- 
fensive and defensive measures when- 


ever their trade rights are assailed, 

At the eleventh hour the answer to this 
query is furnished by one of the lumi- 
naries of the National. Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association through a letter pub- 
lished in the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter of August 5th, responding to an 
invitation to submit his views on the fea- 
sibility of forming a National Association 
of the Chemical and Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers, having as the collateral 
object the maintenance of uniform prices. 
The letter reads as follows: 

“Minneapolis, Minn., July 24, 1895. 

“We infer from your letter that you are 
of the opinion that the jobber would de- 
rive the most benefit from the fruition of 
this movement. This is by no means the 
case, If the manufacturing pharmacists 
could unite on some settled policy they 
would derive fully as much benefit 
would the jobber. It seems to us that it 
will be absolutely necessary to get this 
business on some well settled basis, and 
that they must pursue the policy either 
of selling the jobber or of selling the re- 
tailer. The time has come when the 
jobber will no longer submit to the manu- 
facturer selling the cream of the trade 
and leaving him the “pickups.” The 
manufacturing pharmacist must choose 
between the two, as the jobber will cer- 
tainly rebel if the present policy of giv- 
ing retailers practically a jobbing price is 
continued. The movement of the New 
England Grocers’ Association is on exact- 
ly parallel lines to that outlined above, 
and will be the inevitable result in the 
drug business if the present methods con- 
tinue. In saying this we do not mean to 
intimate that the manufacturing pharma- 
cist has been alone to blame for the 
present condition of things. The jobber in 
many cases is pushing goods of his manu- 
facture, often in imitation of those origi- 
nated by the manufacturing pharmacist, 


as 


and has thus further complicated mat- 
ters. This we believe has been the result 
of necessity and in retaliation for the 


acts of the manufacturing pharmacist. 
We have long been of the opinion that if 
the manufacturing pharmacists could 
work in harmony and adopt a policy that 
would be just to the jobber, he would be 
glad to meet them half-way and would 
use his efforts for the distribution of their 
goods rather than those of his own manu- 
facture There must be some middle 
ground on which all can meet, and we 
therefore that the effort will con- 
tinue, and we wish it all success. 
“For ourselves we will promise

our 





hearty co-operation, as we believe present 
methods are unmercantile and will lead 
to demoralization and loss to both phar- 
macist and jobber. Uniformity of prices 
is, perhaps, more than can be expected. 
We would rather see the policy of pro- 
ducing and exploiting in the hands of the 
manufacturer, stocking and distributing 
in the hands of the jobber, with a fixed 
discount to the wholesaler and another 
discount to the retailer and consumer, 
all parties to observe the schedule fixed.

simply followed the written law of self- 
protection in behalf of his interests by 
cultivating the trade of the retailer di- 
rect, and this policy will continue until 
the substituting wholesaler amends the 
error of his dishonorable ways.

Britain; the jobber is willing to promote 
the interests of his customer with the 
severity of a family tie to such an extent 
that they will not retail goods in their 
establishments to the public, and that 
should be the course pursued in justice to 
the interests of the retailer in our own 
country. 

It is gratifying to know that we have 
a small minority of wholesalers in the 
United States who remain true as steel 
to their patrons, and such allegiance on 
their part often means a loss of business 
to them by their unwillingness to solicit 
or encourage sales to cutters and to com- 
mercial octopuses in alien branches of 
trade, yet it is discouraging to them, par- 
ticularly when retailers in their localities 
patronize firms that are only too anxious 
to serve their enemies in trade, 

THE SIN OF SUBSTITUTION 
Extract from the address of President Fennell, of 
the Ohio Pharmaceutical Association. 

“Another sin heaped upon pharmacy is 
the one of Substitution. There is un- 
doubted evidence that the practice does 
exist among a certain class of druggists, 
and naturally leaves the stigma upon 
the profession in general. This practice 
of dispensing another article than that 
called for cannot be too severely con- 
demned—there is no excuse for it and it 
is never justifiable. This very practice 
has given rise to the cutting evil, which 
has brought about a state of affairs un- 
equaled in any mercantile calling. The 
question of cutting prices enters into 
every mercantile transaction owing to 
the great fight for existence, and to a 
certain extent druggists must come under 
the same influences that control every 
industry. But the cutting evil as it ex- 
ists to-day among druggists is not the 
result of true competition as found in 
other mercantile transactions, but a pre- 
tense to cover the unmercantile transac 
tion, ‘‘Substitution,.”’ Statistics will show 
that wherever the practica has heen one 
of legitimate eutting in price, it has

“nquiries are becoming more numer- 
ous, and while the demand is. still 
comparatively slow the indications 
point to a renewal of activity in the 
near future. The tone of the market 
has undergone no change, the feeling 
in a number of lines still being easy as 
a result of competition for somewhat 
limited business in view. The chief 
feature of the week was the meeting of 
lead corroders, which the trade ex- 
pected would take some action con- 
cerning prices. The list, however, was 
not touched, and it is intimated that it 
is not to be until next month. There 
was a full attendance at the meeting, 
every corroder in the country being rep- 
resented. The time was consumed 
chiefly in discussing future prospects of 
the trade. 

White Lead, Zines, Ete. 

WHITE LEAD.—The chief topie of 
discussion around the trade has been 
the meeting of the corroders Fast and 
West in this city during the week, at 
which the trade expected an advance 
would surely have heen made, but 
when it was learned that they only 
met to discuss the situation regarding 
the fall prospects and then adjourned 
until their regular meeting in Sep- 
tember without changing prices of 
their products, it is only natural that 
the trade would manifest some degree 
of disappointment. It is claimed, how- 
ever, by some of the corroders present 
that when the Executive Committee 
meets in September the matter will be 
“more fully discussed, if the price in the 
mean time has not already been ad- 
vanced, The demand is better, as 
many of the large consumers are hav- 
ing their regular contract orders in- 
creased in anticipation of an advance 
in both dry and lead in oil. The un- 
settled condition of linseed oil, which 
has been on the downward track for 
some time past, unsettles the market 
for lead in oil, and from present in- 
dications it looks like 35c. oil in the 
near future. Some grinders are in- 
clined to be very conservative in their 
purchases of dry lead for spot delivery, 
though a fair amount of business is 
being done for forward shipment at 
regular list prices. It may be stated 
on authority that the reports which 
have appeared in the daily press about 
the meetings to be held by the Nationa! 
Lead Company are without foundation. 
No meeting has been called, nor is any 
meeting of the Board of Directors ex- 
pected before the date of the regular 
meeting in September. The daily press 
may have probably taken the meeting 
of the corroders te be a meeting of the 
National Lead Company. The demand 
from all parts of the country has been 
such as te absorb stocks in corroders’ 
hands, thus causing them to enter the 
summer morgths with an unusually light 
stock, as compared with previous sea- 
sons. Hence the claim of Western cor- 
roders that prices should be advanced 
appears to be a valid one, so far at 
least as their section is concerned. 
Competition with foreign makers is 
not so keen there as in this section. 
Foreign makes of lead in oil are held 
steady at the recent advance, though 
the demand is not urgent, as buyers 
are not disposed to pay the price 
asked, except for special brands in 
small lots, for which 644@7c. is asked, 
as to the size of the’ order. Other 
makes, however, not so well known, 
are procurable at prices ranging from 
»14@6e., as to quantity and date of de- 
livery. The market closes in a peculiar 
position as regards prices, which may 
or may not be advanced at any mo- 
ment. For the present the National 
Lead Company price list, as issued, re- 
mains in force. We quote, subject to

‘Now we come to the lacteal juice in the 
cocoanut, Whv druggists are compelled 
through necessity to substitute: most of 
them are not capitalists, their means are 
limited, and to ‘that extent they make 
the'r purchases. Many articles of daily 
utility are made by twenty or more firms: 
each genial and verbose representative of 
these rival concerns, undersfinding the 


ing the skill of the physician, and are 
placing their compounds far above mod- 
ern scientific therapeutics. 

All attempts to silence through legis- 
lation, an irresponsible class of these 
fakirs, have thus far failed. The causes 
are obvious; two elements in the body 
politic “know their business:’’ annually, 
or biennially, corrupt politicians frame 
an oppressive bill for the prevention and 
suppression of quackery, apparently 
drafted in the interest of the public wel- 
fare, compelling the owners of advertised 
medicines that cure “all ills that flesh is 
heir to’ to divulge their formulas, to 
have them analyzed, and to print them on 
labels affixed to their packages; many 
other bills having the same object in view 
are termed in political parlance ‘A 
strike,”” which, freely translated, means 
revenue for scheming legislators; funds 
are freely contributed by interested par- 
ties or corporations to quash such bills. 
The Quack defrauds the public by mon- 
strous claims; conscienceless representa- 
tives of the people rob the Quacks. Both 
contracting parties are satisfied—legis- 
are bribed—quackery continues— 
and the public are victimized in the con- 
spiracy. 

These unscrupulous humanitarians are 
responsible for precipitating our commer- 
cial war and collateral evils, and have the 
questionable honor of encouraging cut 
prices and also of being the authors of 


Substitution in proprietary medicines, As 
a reward for their deception, like the 
eagle Mescribed by Aeschylus, they have 


been pierced with their own arrows; they 
have become so arrogant and powerful 
that they can muzzie the press of the 
United States, for scarcely a newspaper in 
the land will undertake to publish an arti- 
cle condemning auackery. Publishers are 
subsidized through their audacious and ex- 
travagant advertising which brings rich 
spoils into the coffers; they wield an influ- 
ence that is not to be underestimated with 
the press and in legislation; we have often 
encountered it in our struggles for honest 
practice and protective laws.

With a few conspicuous and rare excep- 
tions, Manufacturers of patent medicines 
buy the poorest quality ot drugs and medi- 
cines obtainable; and when they add new 
preparations to their list (usually fur- 
n.shed by manufacturing pharmacists, wno 
place the art of pharmacy and science at 
the disposal of these quacks), they invari- 
ably want the lowest grade of goods at 
the cheapest price—that has been my per- 
sonal experience with these adventure- 
Some nabobs, but when I read their adver- 
Usements, being tuy aware of the com- 
position of the advertised article, I am 
simply astounded at their sublime brazen- 
ness. 

Many of these nostrums and advertised 
tonics are notning more nor less than in- 
ferior synthetic liquor masquerading un- 
der a medicinal label, prepared for mar- 
ket for the purpose of circumventing pro- 
hibitory or local option Liquor Laws. 


The prolix and cunning advertisement 
writers in their Literary Bureaus will 
make the U. S. P. Compound-Cathartic 
Pill or some equally commonplace 
prescription do wonders; with the 
pen they will make them cure 
Tuberculosis, Locomotor Ataxia, Ne- 
jhritis, Chronic Endocarditis, Laryngitis, 
Calculi, Cirrhosis, Carcinoma, Paresis, and 
even grow a new femur, patella and fib- 
ula. With all our practical intelligence 
we are the most easily humbugged and 
most gullible peopie on earth. The lec- 
tures dalivered by the Indian medicine 
man of Caucassian descent for the Rinka- 
poo Indian Remedies or by Professor Gall 
for his Stomach Rejuvenator, will hold 
audiences entranced and promote a 6uc- 
cessful business, whilst the educated phy- 
sician is starving for the want of patients; 
these adventurers should be prosecuted by 
our State and local Medical Boards for 
practicing medicine without a diploma. 

Thus we must admit that the  phy- 
sician has grievances and has arguments 
with which to fortify his position when 
accused of dispensing on a free basis. 
Carefully inspect a catafyogua of pro- 
prietary medicines and nostrums con- 
taining some two thousand preparations, 
and on investigation you will learn to 
your own amazement that not over 10 
per cent. of all the medicines quoted are 
prepared by pharmacists. 

Again with pleasure I quote Mr. Cou- 
tant, to substantiate my convictions on 
this phaze of the situation; he states in 
his annual address that: 

“Patent medicines are a curse to the 
physician, the pharmacist and the pub- 
lie. They are an unjust and direct op- 
position to the physician by preventing 
the sick from obtaining proper advice; 
they deprive the pharmacist of the sale 
of this own preparations, and force him 
to keep in stock a large number of prep- 
arations which have only a limited sale; 
and they are injurious to the public, 
which allowing itself to be cajoled by 
the certificates of cure which are the 
complement of the advertisements, pur- 
chases the famous remedy which often 
does more injury than good. 

“We should have in this country, as 
in most European countries, a commis- 
sion composed of physicians and pharma- 
cists. All demands for patents or copy- 
rights for medicinal preparations should 
be submitted to this committee, with the 
formula, and after examination a report 
should be made to the Government rec- 





; and subscribers only are entitled to make 


purchases, though | am informed that the 
public are solicited through compliment- 
ary invitation. The policy of these stores 
is ostensibly to furnish all materials and 
wares, from a needle to an anchor, at 
cost, plus the expense of transacting busi- 
ness, and when profits show a surplus a 
dividend is declared for the benefit of the 
stockholders, Proprietary medicines are 
stocked, and prescriptions are dispensed 
when compounded by a licentiate of phat 
macy. Druggists and chemists are ha- 
rassed by these establishments in the 
same manner as we are. If our brethren 
in Great Britain were organized they 
could dictate terms to manutacturers, but 
they lack unity. In France they are re- 
stricted from practicing pnarinacy by 
trade-separation acts. 

As prognosticated in 1882, our depart- 
ment stores are now oOftering household 
medicines and drugs under their own 
labels and trade-marks. These ‘‘grab- 
all” bazaars, if unmolested if their wild 
career, will send out skirmishers into 
every drug store and auction salesroom 
to buy up inert drugs and antiquated nos- 
trums (the demand for which has aimost 
subsided), and will ofter in job lots sarsa- 
parilla, liniments, salves, plasters, pilis 
and hair restorers at bargain-counter 
prices, As our pharmacy laws are now 
interpreted, through the elasticity se- 
cured them by statesmen, any livery 
stable, crockery store, cobbler or butcher 
shop can add a drug department annex 
to their establishment, provided a licen- 
tiate of pharmacy presides over its busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Lasear recently made an analytical 
examination off several family medicines 
purchased at department stores. We were 
not astonished to learn tnat adulterated 
medicines were sold under their own 
labels at prices defying the competition 
of the pharmacist. k'urther exposures 
will provide us with unanswerable argu- 
ments why the public should avert a 
common danger. Vigilance on the part 
of our State Committees on Adulterations 
will compel Legislatures to amend our 
Pharmacy Laws, and our represeltatives 
will finally appreciate and confirm our 
just claim to a separation of the practice 
of pharmacy from trade trickery. Thus 
far when pleading for further amend- 
ments we have always been defeated by 
the agents of department stores, infer- 
entially through bribery. 

Several years ago a distinguished con- 
stitutional lawyer, a member of Congress 
for many years and a prominent candi- 
date for the Cabinet position of Attorney- 
General, to whom I detailed our griev- 
ances and particularized the methods of 
the department store, gave me his opin- 
ion that we might demand a National Law 
under the Interstate Commerce Act. Th.s 
would be the right procedure on the pro- 
tective plea that those adulterated medi- 
cines were being distributed in d‘fferent 
States, and that it was in the interest of 
the public welfare of those States to pre- 
vent the sale of inferior drugs and adul- 
terated preparations. 

ALCOHOL. 


The discussion of the question of free 
alcohol in medciines and the arts is of 
paramount concern to the drug trade, Yet 
in the absence of proper regulations and 
the appropriation of funds with which to 
conduct this special service it would be 
useless to give the subject serious con- 
sideration at present, though we may 
very properly pass resolutions defining 
our attitude regarding its effect on the 
drug trade as a whole, but not concern- 
ing any special branch of its interests. 

From an impartial and judicial stand- 
point I cannot but consider the law dis-

The official price for 
American remains at 50c., although 


during the week the price of Calcutta 
was reduced from 5dc. to 52c. per gal- 
lon. It is, however, possible to buy 
domestic on ithe spot at 48c. and for 
September delivery at 44c., although 
up to the present writing there are no 
extensive ‘transactions reported. Crop 
reports continue generally favorable, 
and speculation is a feature of the situ- 
ation, particularly at the West. It was 
later than this, however, that the great 
damage was done 'to the crop last year, 
and there are many who, remembering 
their experiences at that time, are dis- 
posed to pursue a conservative policy. 
Western advices state that oil has sold 
there at 44c. and September at 42c. The 
demand is naturally light on a declin- 
ing market, as buyers will not purchase 
beyond immediate requirements. 
COTTONSEED.— While the market on 
its face appears weak and sluggish, there 
is considerable oil of the various grades 
being taken up in a quiet way both for 
home and foreign account at much better 
prices than are quoted for lots on dock or 
in store. The advance in tallow recorded 
at the close of our last has been fairly well 
sustained, but at the close it is weaker 
under cables repurtipg the Liverpool mar- 
ket easier with a decline of 3d. Lard has 
been weak and dull, selling in Chicago 
at $5.90 for September, all of which has a 
tendency to cause buyers of cotton oil to 
hesitate about anticipating their tuture 
wants. New Texas crude is offered for 
September shipment at 18c. loose, with 
17c. bid, In other parts of Texas some of 
the mills decline to name less than 20c. 
loose for a choice grade of crude for the 
same month’s shipment. Our Memphis 
correspondent who has recently gone 
over some portions of the ground, writes: 
**I believe that it is more than likely 
higher prices will be obtained before 
new oil will come on the market, for 
there is a very fair export demand via 
New Orleans, and the crop two or three 
weeks late. Besides, the continued rains 
we have had in the Mississippi Valley has 
damaged the crop to some extent, and it 
is doubtful if the first oil will be very 
good. Although good weather from now on 
may bring some portions around all right. 
In some parts of the Mississippi Valley, 
along the railroad, the crop is certainly 
very poor, as I saw in some places. Quite 
a number of fields were small and musty 
and some full of grass. Some planteas in 
Texas feel very much discouraged and 
that half a crop is all they look for. The 
whole outlook lor the coming season is 
not very flattering as it is likely prices 
will run low on account of the large 
corn crop, and low prices for seed means 
a considerable less quantity for the mills.” 
There is almost no demand fiom Western 
packers, neither is the soap trade consum- 
ing much oil at present. Choice white 
oil is scarce and commands full 
prices, and the same may be said of butter 
oil of a choice quality. The sales report- 
ed indicate how dull trade has been, 
though, as stated above, considerable oil 
has been moved through an ‘‘under- 
ground road” in a private way at 
full figures.

There have been few features of in- 
terest in the market, the same story 
being told at the close of each day, 
“No sales on the local exchange,” nor 
thas the trading been even fair on the 
Western exchanges, although at Pitts- 
burg there have been times when the 
bids and offers were quite numerous, 
but the operators took good care that 
the figures named would not be ac- 
cepted. The brokerage earned on all 
the exchanges would not suffice to pay 
clerk hire, and the fixing of quotations 
is a good deal of a farce, neither the 
bidders nor those offering oil naming a 
price which they expect to be accepted. 
From the producing fields the news has 
mot been of especial interest, no im- 
portant wells having been brought in, 
while the full average proportion of 
dry holes has been reported. The pro- 
ducers in the Pennsylvania fields do 
not regard favorably the proposition to 
make refined from Lima crude a good 
delivery, but why they should object 
so strenuously in face of the fact that 
they, cannot produce sufficient oil to 
satisfy the world’s requirements, is 
probably due ‘to the fear that their 
product would suffer in mvarket value. 
That is not probable, as the price of 
the different oils is gauged according 
to their value for refining purposes, 
and, as the percentage of high-grade 
refined to be obtained from Pennsyl- 
vania crude is greater than that from 
others, it will always command a 
higher price. The statistical situation 
has undergone no material change, the 
daily pipe line reports showing little 
difference between runs and shipments.

Claim—1. The process for the manu- 
facture of zinc oxide, which consists in 
adding sulphuric acid to the metallic 
ores or compounds, heating the mixture 
and converting the lead present to an

The following particulars respecting 
the deposits and industry of kauri gum 
in New Zealand are taken from. the 
New Zealand official year book for 
ISM: Although a true resin, this is 
usually called kuari gum. It is the 
solidified turpentine of the kauri, and 
oceurs in great abundance in a fossil 
condition in the northern part of the 
Auckland Provincial Cistrict, from the 


North Cape to Middle Waikato, and 
is dug up alike on the driest fernhills 
and the deepest swamps. The purest 


samples are found on the Cape Colville

Peninsula. A large quantity is also 
obtained from the forks of living trees, 
but is considered of inferior quality, | 
and fetches a lower price. At the pres- | 
ent time gum digging employs nearly, |

In the fossil.state; kauri resit ecurs 
in larger or smaller lumps, from, thie | 
size of a walnut to that of a man’s 
head. Pieces hay been found weigh, 
ing upwards of 100 Ibs. When 
scraped, the very best specimens are 
of a rich brown color, varying greatly 
in depth of tint. Sometimes translucent 
or even transparent specimens are 
found, occasionally with leaves, seeds, 
or small insects inclosed. When ob- 
tained from swamps, the resin is very 
dark colored, or even almost black, 
and fetches a low price. Waikota resin | 
is the darkest of all. Transparent or

The objects 
of the company as set forth are to dis- 
till and deal in spirits, including the 
distilling, redistilling and rectifying of 
highwines, alcohol, spirits, gins and 
whiskies of all kinds; also malting and 
dealing in malt, ete. The subscribers 
to the capital stock named and the 
amount of their holdings are as follows: 
S. M. Rice, Richard D. Hartshorne, 
Jules S. Bache, T. H. Wentworth, F. M.

This shows a falling-off from the 
year before of 36,252 cases. 

This decrease is more than accounted 
for by the less amount of petroleum 
“in transit,” that is to sayff, petroleum 
which is only deposited here to be for- 
warded elsewhere out of the country. 
Petroleum thus in transit is less by 
39,550 cases in 1894 than in 1893. This 
leaves a small increase in the import 
of petroleum for Egypt at this port in 
1894 over 1893.

Petroleum in New Zealand, 

The syndicate that is working away 
at Moturoa, in New Zealand, with a 
view of obtaining petroleum from the 
reservoir of oil which is known to be 
somewhere near the spot where bor- 
ius operations are going on, is an 
alliance between Sydney and New 
Plymouth capital, according to local 
papers, Many attempts have been 
made to reach the oil, but the capital 
gave out, although the indications at 
the time were of a most promising 
nature. It is now thirty years ago 
Siaace vormmg tor oll Was WwiSt COm- 
menced at Moturoa by Carter & Com- 
pany, and their proceedings, we are 
told in the records kept at that time, 
were a succession of disasters and dis- 
appointments. With very slight prac- 
tical knowledge of boring, they com- 
menced drilling in what, even tu an 
taAperienced Nand, Wuuid Nave been u 
disucuit tield of operation, and the 
result was that, after getting down 35U 
teet, the chisel broke and they were 
unable to recover it. Not discouraged 
by tuiS, anotner attempt was made, 
and with the same result—the second 
hole being stopped at a depth of be- 
tween SUV reet and 4U feet by a similar 
accident. In no way daunted, the next 
step of the men was to sink a shaft, 
but when they reached a depth of near- 
ly GU feet tne gas became sv over- 
powering that one man nearly lost his 
lite by it. Boring was again resorted 
tu, and at between 7U and SU feet the 
lirst petroleum vein was struck, and 
Saiipics tue oll OVLained [rom 1t 
Were sent to the Governor of New 
Zealand, Dr. Sidney Gibbons of Mel- 
bourne and other parties. Dr. Gib- 
bons analyzed it, and gave a very 
favorable repurt of its quality, and 
also expressed it as his opinion that 
oil would be found in large quantities, 
‘The men persevered and struck an- 
other vein of oil. Yhere were several 
persons engaged in boring at that time, 
and one of the parties struck oil at 
21U feet, from which he obtained a 
good sample, A period of depression 
caused the enterprise to be abandoned 
tor a time, but about six years ago an 
English syndicate took the matter in 
hand, and put down a bore, from 
which excellent samples of oil were ob- 
tained. Mr. Charles Marvin, the great 
vil expert, LOOK a great interest in the 
boring, but owing to his death the 
syndicate sold the plant to some gen- 
tlemen in New Plymouth, who now, 
jointly with some capitalists in Syd- 
ney, are again at work, with, we be- 
lieve, very encouraging prospects be- 
fore them. On the beach, near where 
the work of boring is going on, when 
the tide is low, oil and gas may be ob- 
served bubbling up in all directions 
trom its bed in the sand.

544,580—FURNACE FOR MANUFAC- 
TURING YELLOW PRUSSIATE 
OF POTASH. Filed May 29, 18¥1. 
Issued Aug. 13, 1895. 

Claim—1. In a furnace for making 
prussiate of potash the combination 
of a fireplace, a melting pan, a flue 
leading from the pan to the chimney 
and containing absorption chambers M 
with fan O and a sliding door P in the 
flue to regulate the speed of the gases 
from the absorptiom chamber, sub- 
stantially as set forth. 

2. In a furnace for making prussiate 
of potash, the combination of the fire- 
place, melting pan and flue leading 
from the melting pan to the chimney 
and provided with absorption cham- 
bers, with a tube Q leading from the 
outer air to the absorptiom chambers, 
as and for the purposes set forth, 
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
